This is indicated by a poll that has 
been made of the ways lyul means 
committee oi the house which origi­ 
nates all revenue legislation. 
A majority ot that committee, in­ 
cluding nearly all the Democrats, fa­ 
vors relying mostly upon the tyicome 
tax for necessary revenues, and a ma­ 
jority also are disposed to levy a tax 
in some form upon war munitions. 
There is also sentiment in the com­ 
mittee favoring an inheritance tax. 


Few Favor W ilson Plan. 


A notable feature of the poll is that 
not a single member of the ways a,ml 
means committee spoke in favor of 
the program or 
revenue 
legislation 
proposed by President W ilson except 
as it involved changes in the income 
tax law and the repeal of tlx* free 
sugar clause of the tariff law. There is 
absolutely no sentiment in faviff of a 
tax on gasoline, a general levy qn 
fabricated iron and steel 
or 
other 
items suggested by the President. 
W hile the Democratic party in con­ 
gress. as evidenced by the attitude of 
the ways iyni means committee, is in­ 
tent upon making those with incomes 
bear the chief burden of the national 
defense expenditures, it is : pparcvnt 
tbe plans of some of the leaders to 
tap this source exclusively will 
be 
stuDbornly opposed. It is evident, too, 
that there will be strong opposition 
within the Democratic party to any 
pliyi 
which 
contemplates merely a 
boosting of the surtax rates as applied 
to incomes over $10,600 a year. 


To Make Tax Mere General. 
Influential Democrats will insist on 
a lowering of the present yicome tax 
exemptions so as to make the applica­ 
tion of tlo* tax more general. 
The poll shows that many members 
of the ways and means committee ta­ 
xor reducing the exemptions as well 
as raising the surtaxes. 
The New York delegates 
in 
con­ 
gress will have to fie reckoned with 
on this subject. A poll of all the mern- 
b( rs of t^ut delegation who were in 
Washington 
-bowed that 
they

opposing 
further increase in the income tax un­ 
less there is a lowering of the exemp­ 
tions and a more equitable distribu­ 
tion of the burden. 


New York Hardest Hit. 
New York state last year paid more 
than $17,600,000 in income taxes, near­ 
ly half of the total amount turned yi- 
to the treasury from this source. At 
the sum« 
time the state cojitributed 
more than $10,000,060 or one-quarter 
of tlo* yield from tlm corporation tax. 
There arc forty-three members of 
the New York degelation and the most 
of 
them, 
backed by some members 
from other eastern states, w ill stand 
against any effort to law an unjust 
share of the new burden on New York 
and other Atlantic seaboard cities 
The poll of the New 
York delega­ 
tion 
shows, also, that 
most of the 
members are opposed to a tax on war 
munitions.
